Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative discussed why the rejection is improper, 
specifically as there is no motiviation to combine Rakavy with Garg. Examiner maintained that sufficient motivation 
was provided in the Non-Final Rejection. Examiner indicated allowable subject matter in the specification, specifically 
page 14, line 15 to page 15, line 3, i.e. how the actual utilization is obtained and that the maximum utilization is only 
updated if a sufficiently large file size is downloaded. Examiner further discussed how the passage on page 16, lines 
8-17, the discussion at to how the maximum monitored level is obtained would further clarify the invention and put this 
case into allowance. Applicant's declied to make the amendment but would provide a proposed amendment to the 
Examiner to further clarify the use of the "maximum monitored level", and how it would differentiate the claimed 
invention from Garg. Examiner agreed to review the proposed amendment and would discuss it with the Examiner's 
Supervisor as to allowability. .
